WASHINGTON (#) — Senate 
Republicans today abandoned thefr 
éfforts to pass an anti-poll tax bill 
during the extra session of Con- 
gress.

Reveal Facts in 
Silvermaster’s 
Status in War 


Denies Charges 
That He’s Spy 


WASHINGTON # — Nathan 
Gregory Silvermaster, now ac- 
cused of spying for Russia, stayed 
on the government payroll during 
the war although both the navy 
and civil service commission tried 
to get him off, it was disclosed to- 
day. 

This was developed at a session 
of the’ ‘House Un-American activ- 
ities committee, where Silyermas- 
ter (1) denied he ever was a spy 
or agent for any foreign govern- 
ment, and (2) steadfastly refused 
to say whether he is or has been 
a Communist. 

Silvermaster himself told of the 
navy’s efforts to pry him from the 
government’s payroll. He said he 
beat them by getting Lauchlin 
Currie, a White House aide, and 
Cc. B. Baldwin, then his boss in 
the government, t6 intervene with 
then Secretary of War Patterson 
in his behalf. 

Testimony 

From Louis Russell, a commit- 
tee investigator and former FBI 
agent, came testimony that the 
Civil Service commission regard- 
ed Silvermaster as a communist 
and recommended that he be bar- 
red from civil service, but that he 
stayed with the government for 
-years thereafter. \ 

Robert E. Stripling, the com- 
ittee’s chief investigator, said 


the reason Silvermaster wasn’t re- | 


moved from the Federal payroll 
was “because he went to the White 
House and got Mr. Currie to go to 
Mr. Patterson on his ee 
In the witness chair

The committee members then 
put back on the stand Elizabeth 
T. Bentley, the former commun- 
ist who originally ' brought the 
charges of espionage against Sil- 
vermaster. She said again that he 
is the man she knew during the 
war who turned secret informa- 
tion over to her for relay to the 
Russians. 

Been Cleared 

While he refused to answer ques- 
tions about any affiliation with 
the communists, Silvermaster read 
a@ statement saying he had been 
cleared after investigation by var- 
ious agencies, including the chief 
of the U. S. secret service and 
Secretary of War Patterson. 

He produced a copy of a letter 
which he said Patterson had writ- 
ten in his behalf. 

And, he said, Lauchlin Currte 
had gone to see Patterson on his 
behalf, and that his boss, C. B. 
Baldwin, likewise had intervened. 

That, he said, was after naval 
intelligence had said he _ should 
not be trusted. Silvermaster said 
that this ‘‘was unjustified, a smear 
letter”. 

Currie was an 
assistant to the late President 
Roosevelt. His name came into 
the current hearings earlier. Miss 
Bentley said he had given inform- 
ation to the communist “ring” but 
that she did not believe he was a 
communist. 

Baldwin is a former government 
official and is now the campaign 
manager for Henry A. Wallace,
